The Calgary Albertan says that no more 
disgraceful monument to our disreputabie 
handling of the liquor problem could be 
raised than the filthy beer parlors into which 
men and woman are herded if they wish to 
njoy a drink [tf says that nobody knows 
the answer to the problem, but it is felt that 
uicoholic beverages should not be served in 
iny public place where meals are not served 
That is. beer should be sold in the hotel d 
ng coom and not in any spec ial beer room

De. Harold Loven, of New York, a psy- 
ehiatrist, said that medical treatment ot 
alcoholism must extend over a period of 
a year or more beyond the acute stage. The 
watient must have a high protein amd fat 
diet and a low carbohydrate intake. The 
Right Reverend Clinton S. Quin, Bishop of 
the Protestant Fpiscopal Otocese of Texas, 
sald that a big step toward the treatment 
of alcoholism would come when the oublic 
began to believe that it was not a disgrace 
and physicians could assure their patients 
that they were not immoral. 

Alcoholism is one of the major scourges 
on the social scene in Canada, it is a dis- 
ease to be treated by a combination of re 
ligious, medical and social efforts. Better 
understanding of the nature of the disease 
dS necessary before the general public can he 
most effective in trying to help victims. 

The panel, asked to explain how one 
could cecognize an ualeoholic, stated that 
an alcoholic was 4 man, or woman, whose 
‘irinking began to interfere with the 
vattern of fixed loyalties in his, or her 
‘ife — loyalties to family, friends, jon and 
Jthec major goals. 


Early Summertallowing 
Urged 


Farmecs are urged by officials of the 
Oominion experimental station at Swift Cur- 
rent to begin their summerfallowing as 
early as possible in the spring. Weed growth 
should be prevented so that moisture stored 
in the soil can be saved for the succeeding 
~rop. Officials at the station say that the 
joss of an inch of water through weed 
xrowth means a loss of from three to four 
bushels per acre. 

Early fallowing not only increases 
yields, but results in a cleaner succeeding 
crop which is more efficient. in the use of 
moisture, é 

On the average at that station 2.2 inches 
of moisture can be saved between harvest 
ind seeding time the following spring. LU 
weeds are allowed to grow throughout the 
summerfallow season, they use up this mois- 
ture together with what could be conserved 
during the May to October fallow period.

Is Hitler Still Alive? 


The fascinating question whether Adolt 
Hitler died just before the Russians en- 
tered Beriin in May, 1945, or whether he 
still lives, was revived recently when a 
Nazi submacine was salvaged off the (sland 
of Funen. Sajlvagers found huge quantities 
of canned foods, rotting sausages and soup 
cubes in the torpedo tubes of the submarine. 

investigation showed that all the tubes 
were stuffed with canned foods aud that 
no torpedoes or ammumition wes on 
board. ‘The submarine was hit and sunk 
just three days before the end of the war 
by a British Royal Air Force plane. No
